The ball park 
buildings "at Landis field were dam- 
aged, many business block windows 
were broken, hundred of wires were

over in the city. It was the worst 
wind of the year in Lincoln, bringing 
with it an inch and two-thirds of rain. 


The storm reached Lincoln from 


the west, bringing with its first,gust 
a strench from the dump grounds 
west of the city. For an hour or more 
its rumbling could be heard in the 
west, and just before it broke, the 
morning became .-so dark that resi- 
dents found it necessary to again turn 
on the lights. A few minutes later 
many of the light circuits were broken 
and the lights were out for the dura- 
tion of the storm. The wind was more 
severe in Lincoln than elsewhere ac- 
cording to reports, altho the rain cov- 
ered a wide territory to the west and 
north, reaching far north of the Platte 
river and west of Hastings and Ra- 
venna.

The greatest damage was done to 


buildings under construction to tem-

structures,

signs and to wire lines. Damage in 
some instances was due to signs blow- 
ing down and striking wire lines.

The work is being rushed 
so that Mr. Coolidge may go there 
upon his return from the funeral at 
Marion.

has contributed to lower,his fame. He 
makes us feel too strongly. We not 
only participate in the sorrows of his 
characters but we seem to live in our- 
selves as tho we were going thru the 
same experiences. Perhaps we could 
not find fault with this if Carleton 
had relieved the dark masses of his 
composition with lighter tones and a 
liberal distribution of high lights. But 
despite his humor there is too much 
gloom in his pictures, accurately as 
he has painted in that gloom. He does 
not possess the hope, the enthusiasm 
the steady optimism, and 
the lofty 


spiritual strength, grace and beauty 
that characterize Dickens. 


Still, Carleton is a great writer, and 


it is difficult to account for the desue- 
tude into which he has fallen.—New 
York Herald.

This year the number 
of breeding seals by actual count had 
risen to more than 600,000 and the 
number of furs yielded by the surplus 
males reached nearly 40,000, with a 
value in excess .of $1,500,000. A net

poration was organized the average 
wage per man was $717 annually. The 
average wage in 1923 will probably 
be close to $2,000 annually. 
• Only 


about 25 per cent of steel workers are 
on duty for twelve hours at a stretch 
and the announcement by President 
Gary that the twelve-hour day will be 
done away with has strengthened the 
position of the great steel company. 
When it is considered that the United 
States Steel company will pay out in 
wages over $400,000,000 this year, com- 
pared with $120,000,000 in 1902 there 
is some point to the argument that 
steel workers have fared better than 
shareholders, who have to be content 
with the same old 5 per cent dividend 
on the common stock. In other words, 
profits 
not ploughed into the com- 


pany's plants have been dispersed <in 
the iorm of wages rather than divi- 
dends. 


The steel corporation Is employing 


today' nearly 242,000 men of whom 
probably 75,000 are holders of shares 
of stock. All told it looks'as tho Mr. 
Gompers has not understated it when 
he says that the organizing 
oT the 


steel industry will be the fight of his 
life.—Hartford Times.

Because nobody 
wants to start anything that is certain to cost^ him 
money. 


Nebraska lawmakers evidently had not heard of the 


great change in public sentiment towards prohibition. 
One of the new laws that went into effect recently 
makes the bootlegger responsible in damages just like 
the Slocumb law did the licensed dealer in the old 
days for what happens from the drinking of his poison. 
\nother says that if an officer of the law happens to 
be close upon your trail and in order to protect your- 
self from successful prosecution on the charge of 
having illegal possession of liquor you break the bottle 
or jug that contains the stuff it is prima facie evi- 
dence you were breaking the law.
